The Church of has built the cathedral 
to be what Cath say Edward the Con- 
fessor intended Westminster abbey to be, 
and not, as the abbey and St. Paul's have 
become, a national pantheon where the dust 
of England’s heroes may be laid to rest and 
where monuments to their honor usurp the 
spaces intended for chapels to be devoted to 
“In Westminster abbey,” said Cardinal, 
Vaughan in an address recently, the Cath- 
olic visitor instinctively looks around for the 
side altars, where the memory of some great 
servant of God is recalled lovingly, but finds 
in their place some colossal statue of a 
statesman or a warrior. These are the men 
who are raised to where once stood the altars 
of the church, and these are they whom the 
youth of the land are taught to ‘reverence 
with a devotion which, if displayed by Catho- 
lies to the truly great, the elect of God, is 
denounced as idolatry of a highly condem-. &

To the honor of these last mentioned it 1s 
intended that the new cathedral shall be de- 
voted. It will be a metropolitan cathedral, 
not only: because it is an archbishop’s seat, 
but because it will be a practical center of © 
the every day religious life of the greatest 
city in the world. 
Westminster cathedral is of brick and 
stands on historic ground, four churches hav- 
the previously occupied it, the first being a 
traditional Christian basilica worshiped in by 
Celtic natives of pre-Saxon times. Its site 
is the ground on which the old Tothill fleldg 
prison stood, half a mile from Hyde Park 
corner. The cathedral’s architect is an Eng- 
lishman, J. F. Bentley, a convert to the .

“In obedience to the call of this uderty 
bell did Horace Mann and his great co- 
laborers rise to work for free scheols for 
boys and girls, a popular education that 
would reach from the nursery to the unive - 
sity.

_ Reaction in Chicago University. 
Progress never travels on straight lines. 
Humanity rises through painful spirals. 
There are reactions and recoils incident to 
the great march out of bondage into freedom. 
And these reactions are often unexpected 
and apparently unaccountable in these open- 
ing days of the twentieth century in Chi- 
cago, the boasted new city, the child of 
heroic adventure. The university of Chi- 
cago, the proudest achievement of this proud 
city, the latest contribution to the higher 
education of America, the institution that 
has aspired to be prophetic, and has been 
so magnificently equipped to meet the new 
needs of the new west, is just now caught 
unexpectedly in one of these reactionary 
waves. 

‘* Coeducation, we are told, threatens the 
boys’ liberty, their joy or something during 
their academic years, because the girls are 
taking possession of the campus. So quiet- 
ly, almost stealthily, has the preparation for 
a monastic reaction towards a 
of the boys and girls gone on that it is as- 
sumed on every hand that the plan is assured 
only for two years, they tell us. But during 
these two years, which begin. at no definite 
line either in age, strength, or development, 
and end at no definite line, boys and girls 
must be separated into a nunnery quad- 
rangle on the one hand and a monastic quad- 
rangle on the other, the inhabitants of which 
must study, recite, and pray apart: But 
they will be permitted to dance and flirt, to 
hurrah for the same football team, and to: 
pay fees into the same tréasury, and be 
within whistling call of one another, and 
this, they say, is ‘cotrdinate education,’ 
without coinstruction and coworshlp in com- 
mon chapel except on Sundays. 


Urges War on the Plan. 

In the name of the Uberty bell, in the pro- 
gressive spirit of the fourth day of July, for 
which I would prepare you today, we are 
called upon to take common interest in and 
in every legitimate way to take a hand in this 
high battle for the spirit of democracy. - For 
democracy is rooted in popular education. 
Coeducation is the normal condition of popu- 
lar education, in America at least.

Tork) dam; the installation of the water 
system of Gloversville, N. T., and the chang- 
ing of the Madison avenue street car tracks 
to the cable roadway.

“FOR SAKE OF A WOMAN.” 


‘Episcopal Priest Charges Prelate |

JESSE JAMES iS REBURIED: 


Body of the Notorious Outlaw Moved 
from Front Yard of Mother’s 


Home to Cemetery. 3 
St. Joseph, Mo., 


June 29.—[Special.J—Ths 
grave of Jesse James, on the old Samuels 
farm, was opened today, and the remains of 
the bandit were exposed to the light of day 
after a lapse of twenty years. Mrs. Zeralda 
Samuels, mother of Jesse; Frank, his broth- 
er; and Lieut. Jesse James Jr., his son, six 
pallbearers, and about fifty veterans of the 
Quantrell band who had been comrades of. 
the dead man, with 500 visitors, assembled to 
witness the disinterment. The metallic cas- 
ket was found to have gone to pieces, leav- 
ing the bones scattered in the earth. The 
skin was drawn taut over the face of the 
outlaw captain, leaving the features plainly 
recognizable. The head was turned to one 
side, revealing the wound made when 
Ford sent his bullet through Jesse's brain o 
that morning in April, 1882. 

Mrs. Samuels, Frank James and wife, and 
Jesse James Jr. were alone permitted 
to approach and view the remains, the gen- 
eral public being barred by a rope stretched 
about the open grave. A new metallic casket 
was provided, and followed by a long line of 
vehicles the funeral cortége moved slowly 
through the bottomless roads and torrential 
rain to Southpark cemetery at Kearney, 
where ‘reinterment took place. Th was 
no minister present, nor were religious 
services of any description attempted.

Kansas City, Mo., June 20.—The largest 
cotton mill in the world is to be built within 
twenty miles of Kansas City. Ten million 
dollars is to be invested, $8,100,000 of which 
has already been subscribed by eastern and 
Western men. W. B. Smith Whaley, presi-. 
dent of the Olympia and Granby cotton mills 
of Columbia, 8. C., is to be president and 
general manager of the enterprise. 

The mill will have 500,000 spindles and 12,- 
000 looms. It will employ 4,000 operatives 
and have a payroll of $2,450,000 a year. The 
capacity of the mills will be 170,000 bales of 
cotton a year, with an output of 75.000.000 
pounds of finished cloth. The valiie°of the 
annual output will, it is estimated, amount 
to $12,750,000.. The mill will be revolutionary 
in its construction. Electricity will be used 
as the motive power and several new devices 
Will be installed. 

There will be four mill buildings, the plant 
covering an aggregate of 2,000 
ground, The mill was promoted by Witten 
MoDonald, formerly a banker in Kansas City, 
Who recently has been interested 
at Mammoth Springs, Ark.

English nation does not consist in the display 
of gorgeous costumes and imposing cere- 
monies, no matter how reverential and ap- 
propriate they may be. There are other and

New View of the King. 


“The dangerous iliness of King Edward is 
calling the attention of the people away from 


the outward dignity of his office to a consid-
